day elected President of the Maine Board 
of Agriculture, is one of the best informed 
and most progressive farmers in the State. 
rhe writer knew him well as a fellow stu- 
dent at Fryeburg Academy in 1870. Mr. 
McKeen was a good scholar, being especi- 
ally thorough in mathematics and other 
Knglish branches. As a debater in the 
lyceum connected with the Academy, his 
iguments were always sound and 
practical. For aterm of years Mr. McKeen 
conducted the agricultural department of 
the Oxford Democrat, the work being ad- 
mirably done. His home is at West Frye- 
burg, and the large farm of which he is the 
owner is, as would naturally be expected 
from the foregoing, systematically and 
successfully cultivated. 


Legislative Farmers’ Club. 


The Farmer has before spoken of the 
large number of representative farmers in 
the legislature now in session. It is pleased 
to note, as a gratifying feature in this con- 
nection, that the general sentiment abroad 
among this class of our people in the State, 
that there is a call at the present time for 
some action on the part of the legislature, 
looking to the promotion of our agricul- 
tural interests, and to their relief from 
some of the burdens resting over this in- 
dustry, seems to actuate these representa- 
tives of the people as it does the general 
public throughout the State. Early in the 
session it was suggested by some of these 
representatives of the farm that those 
whose interests are thus common meet 
together on some of the leisure evenings, 
and talk over in a familiar way some of the 
matters brought forward in the interest of 
the farmers, that there might be a common 
understanding between them as to what 
was called for in legislation at this time. 
‘The suggestion met a hearty response, and 
an informal meeting was the result, held 
early in the second week of the session, in 
one of the committee rooms of the State 
House, with the result that an organization 
was formed, with the purpose of holding 
meetings from time to time for the pur- 
poses indicated. J. M. Deering of Saco, 
chairman of the Committee on Agriculture 
on the part of the House, was chosen Pres- 
ident, and Senator J. H. Warren of York, 
and J. H. Davis, member of the House 
from Durham, Vice Presidents, and M. L. 
Merrill, St. Albans, of the House, Secre- 
tary. 

The first formal meeting of this organiza- 
tion was held on Wednesday evening of 
last week, in the room formerly occupied 
by the State Treasurer. With no special 
effort to draw the members together, the 
room was packed to its utmost capacity, 
not with curious listeners, but with men 
there to learn the common sentiment of 
their fellow members on legislative agricul- 
tural affairs. By request of the chair, 
the subject of the reformation of our tax 
laws was made the matter for considera- 
tion, and Hon. R. W. Ellis, one of the 
representatives delegated by the Farmers’ 
Protective Union to represent that organ- 
ization before the assembled legislature, 
was called out for remarks. In a very 
acceptable manner he proceeded to show 
some of the omissions of the present sys- 
tem as found in our larger State interests, 
such as the wild lands in unincorporated 
townships, the railroads of the State, and 
the savings banks. 

Secretary Gilbert, of the Board of Agri- 
culture, was next called out. He confined 
his remarks chiefly to the condition of the 
Savings banks, and proceeded to show more 
in detail the reasons why they call for 
attention in their relation to this great 
matter of taxation. His presentation of 
this matter apparently met general 
approval, and drew out a lively discussion. 
Dr. Smith of Turner endorsed the move- 
ment for tax reform, and showed an intelli- 
gent appreciation of the matter. Rufus E. 
Stone of Troy endorsed the importance of 
attention to these banks, and showed the 
embarrassments under which Assessors are 
now laboring. David Deering of Water- 
boro, understood to represent considerable 
of the world’s wealth, spoke very candidly 
and intelligently of the position of the 
Savings banks, referring to the nearly eight 
millions of surplus reported by the bank 
examiner to be now on hand, and entirely 
exempt from taxation, and made the very 
Sensible suggestion that it woula seem to 
be much better to pay out a considerable 
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Cows Should Run Dry. 


Cows should be dried off four to eight 
weeks before the time for dropping the 
calf. As the time for parturition approach- 
es, the milk grows inferior for butter 
making, and within four weeks of the 
time is generally unfit for any use what- 
ever. This is not generally understood by 
dairymen, and for the reason that where 
several cows are milked, the product is 
usually mixed and the identity of that 
from any individual cow lost. Cows, too, 
will average more milk in the year where a 
period of rest is given. ‘This has been 
proved in the experience with our own 
herd in repeated cases. It is an extremely 
artificial condition that a cow has been 
forced into, either by breeding or feeding, 
or both, when she is made to give milk 
continuously. 

There is great danger that in our greed 
for product we lose sight of other factors, 
in a long run quite as important to 
success. Intelligence should govern in 
these matters. ‘The quality of the milk at 
this late stage of pregnancy comes in as a 
protest against improper demands. With 
all our intelligence we cannot quite ignore 
nature’s design, at least not until we have 
developed a different animal from what the 
cow now is. 


The Columbian Exhibition. 


A meeting of the World’s Fair Colum- 
bian Commission of this State was held at 
the Executive Chamber, State House, Au- 
gusta, on Thursday of last week. ‘There 
were present at the meeting, representing 
the commission, Hon. A. R. Bixby, Skow- 
hegan; Hon. J. A. Boardman, Bangor; 
Col. Clark Edwards, Bethel; and Mrs, 
Bixby, Mrs. Gov. Burleigh, Mrs. L. M. N. 
Stevens, Portland, and Miss Kate N. Locke 
and Miss B. Eames, Bethel. ‘The special 
matter for consideration before the meet- 
ing was the part that Maine should take in 
the exhibition, and the aid that should be 
asked of the legislature to carry out the 
same. Secretary Gilbert appeared before 
the commission in behalf of the agricul- 
tural and horticultural interests of the 
State, and represented that whatever 
should be done by the State, these interests 
should receive their due share of attention. 
He claimed that the leading products of the 
soil produced among us are of a quality not 
excelled by those of any other section of 
the country ; while among our cattle, sheep 
and horses are found animals as good as 
the world affords; and it was, therefore, 
the duty of the State to show to the world 
what we are doing in these directions. His 
presentation of these matters was received 
with marked appreciation, and every as- 
surance was made that these matters should 
receive their full share of attention. 

A joint special committee of the legisla- 
ture was asked to take the matter under 
consideration, and ask for such an appro- 
priation as an investigation may seem to 
call for. It is probable a public hearing on 
the matter will be given later on. 














The Tax Question in the Legislature. 


As has been stated in our legislative pro- 
ceedings, the whole question of taxation 
has been referred to a joint special com- 
mittee, made up as follows: Messrs. Spear 
of Kennebec, Wadlin of Waldo, and Swan- 
ton of Sagadahoc of the Senate, and Hawes 
of Deering, Savage of Auburn, Drew of 
Fort Fairfield, Deering of York, Merrill of 
St. Albans, Johnson of Augusta, and Chad- 
bourne of Biddeford of the House. Hear- 
ings were held on Tuesday and Wednesday 
evenings of last week, at the first of which 
the matter of State Assessors, the listing of 
taxable property, income tax and poll tax 
were the special sub-topics of the general 
question considered, and that of mortgages 
and timber lands on the lastevening. This 
Thursday evening the matter of railroads 
and telegraphs are the subjects assigned. 
Next week the hearings are to be continued 
on Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday 
evenings, on other branches of the same 
matter. 

On Tuesday, February 17th, in the after- 
noon, a hearing has been appointed, at 
which the general subject will be considered 
in detail, and the following announcement 
is made, to which the attention of the tax 
payers of the State is called: 

To whom it may concern: Notice is here- 
by given to all persons interested in a re- 
vision of the tax laws of the State, that a 
hearing before the Committee on Taxation 
will be held inthe hall of the House of

Massachusetts Cattle. 


We have looked upon the charges made 
against the health of the cattle in the 
neighboring State of Massachusetts as man- 
ifestly unjust and uncalled for. The Cattle 
Commissioners of that State in their annual 
report just issued,say: that careful obser- 
vation during the last year fails toconvince 
them that this disease is becoming more 
prevalent ; but the published experiments of 
sundry investigations, the zeal of veterina- 
rians for the public welfareor their own 
personal interests, have pointed out the 
methods by which it is propagated, and 
newspaper reporters have aroused public 
attention to the matter by sensational or 
erroneous reports of a very few special cases . 
The disease is and has been there ever since 
white men or cattle occupied the land. At 
considerable intervals the commissioners 
have found it in single cases among large 
herds in all parts of the State. Though 
not unmindful of this fact, they say they 
see no occasion for alarm, but only for 
well directed vigilance. This isjust ground 
to take, and it shows that they do not pro- 
pose to be unwisely influenced by designing 
men or sensational reports. 


How to Make the Garden Pay.

Cheap Fruit. 


It is suggestive of an interestin 
inquiry why the only fruit whic 
was produced in its usual abundance 
in western New York last season was 
that of the grape and the quince. 
The latter, so nearly allied to the pear 
and apple, and of the same uatural 
order, was not at all influenced by 
the same cause that destroyed the 
former, while such crops as the black 
walnut, so widely distinct, shared 
the same fate. The grape crop has 
increased to such an extent in the 
— of fruit, that the larger 
demand has not advanced prices. 
C. A. Green of Rochester, in a report 
to the American Pomological Society, 
remarked a year ago, that the best 
Concord grapes were sold in ten- 
-pound baskets at sixteen cents, 
basket and all, and that the result 
was profitable to the grower. This 
may be well understood when it is 
borne in mind that four tons an acre 
is not a heavy crop for Concords, 
and thateven atacent a pound, net 
prices would be eighty dollars an 
acre. Pruning and culture have im- 
proved much in the past five years, 
and especially in the method of mar- 
keting. Several fruit growers club 
together, fill a car, or ten cars, 
daily or weekly, as the case requires, 
all going to one commission house, 
allare paid for in one check, and one 
of the shipper appointed for the 
purpose divides the money. Thus 
the small shipper has an equal 
chance. The deputed commission 
house expects the full car load at cer- 
tain intervals, and makes sales in 
advance. This arrangement of 
course requires the very best grown 
and selected fruit. Good home mar- 
kets are becoming more appreciated, 
and fruit is more generally used. 
In this connection, it is reported from 
different localities that the Niagara 
grape has sold at as low a price as 
Concords, and frequently at lower 
rates.

Waldo County Colt Stakes. 


At the meeting of the Waldo County 
Horse Breeders’ Asgociation, held re- 
cently, the colt stakes were arranged 
for the annual trotting meeting to be held 
the last week of August, 1891. Two 
classes of colt stakes will be opened. The 
first will be confined to the association 
limits, the other to the State. Yearling 
entries, $15. For yearlings and two-year- 
olds, in payment of $5 each. Same date as 
below.

Poultry Department. 


Don’t feed on swill and water on snow, 
and expect eggs. While both have their 
uses, egg building is not the chief. 


The average price received for eggs 
during the past year 1890, has been 21 
cents. Atan average ef ten dozen, this 
means & gross income of $2.10 per head. 


Don’t complain at the surfeit of eggs in 
June, when worth only one cent each, if 
you allow the hens to be idle now when 
the market calls loudly, and pays three 
times as much. 


Look and see if there is any ice in the 
drinking dishes in the poultry pens. The 
hens want fresh water as well as their own- 
ers, and a little attention will insure a sup- 
ply. 

Put yourself in the place of the hens 
once ina while, and see if you would be 
satisfied with the care you are now be- 
stowing onthe flocks. ‘Turn about is fair 
play, and the hens have their rights. 


The hen’s teeth are made of gravel. If 
you doubt it just watch for a few days and 
note how rapidly the fresh supply will be 
taken up to do the grinding for the mill. 
It may be the want of this one articie 
which keeps back the egg supply. 


Where are the eggs? The continued cold 
weather is worse than the tarifl. It would 
be absolute prohibition, but for the fact 
that certain ones are sending in word that 
their hens are laying first-rate, ‘averaging 
an egg every other day from each hen.” 
When we ask how these are obtained, the 
answer comes: ‘Look after the hens. 
Give them warm water or milk two or three 
times a day, a little warm mash in the 
morning, and oats and barley, heated in the 
oven, for whole grain.” 


If your hens don’t lay, and you are giv- 
ing only afair quantity of a mixed ra- 
tion, add one pound of fresh meat to 
every twenty hens three times a week. 
This should be chopped fine. If sheep's 
heads can be obtained they are exceedingly 
valuable. Pound fine, and allow the hens 
to pick the meat and pounded bones. The 
great majority of breeders keep a supply of 
meat scraps where they can be fed in email 
quantities daily. Nothing will stimulate 
egg production more than a small amount 
of meat fed at regular intervals. 


“Our forty hens are giving us two dozen 
eggs a day, which we are selling for forty 
cents a dozen. We think it pays to keep 
hens.” So writes another successful poultry 
breeder. Inthe same mail came the fol- 
lowing: “Poultry keeping is a humbug. 
I have wintered sixty so far, given them all 
the corn they would eat, and have not had 
anegg. You better stop advising us to go 
into the business.” 

Here’s the whole story in the two ac- 
counts, coming, strange as it may seem, 
from neighbors living not over two miles 
apart. Surely, what is meat for one is 
poison for another. Poultry keeping pays, 
but the whole question of success rests with 
the individual, the hens are but machines 
to do the bidding of the breeder. They 
don’t fail to do their whole duty only as 
they are misdirected or misused. Failure 
must be charged back to the man or woman 
in charge of the flocks. 





Among the white breeds sure to come in- 
to popular favor, and to take front rank as 
layers, must be named the White Wyan- 
dottes. The fanciers who took hold of this 
breed in its earlier days were men specially 
interested in the egg question, and as a 
natural result they have built up a breed 
which to-day takes high rank as layers of 
good sized eggs. At the same time they 
are desirable as poultry, but we fancy the 
effort has been to intensify the egg produc- 
ing propensity. If any desires to try a new 
breed, this is to be commended as worthy 
in every way. A the same time a word of 
caution must be offered against crossing 
this breed with others similar in type, be- 
cause being a cross-bred variety of late 
origin, the result of such an union would be 
to destroy and not build up. A White 
Wyandotte cock, from a good family, 
would be a good cross to mate with a pen 
of White Leghorn hens, increasing the size 
somewhat, and doing away, in a measure, 
with the tall, thin comb of the Leghorn. 
Those who have a fancy for white birds 
will find these a valuable breed. 





Farmers’ Fowls. 
Some of our most enterprising agricul- 
turists, otherwise men w are fond of 
making an honest dollar when they can by 
any ordinary means of farming, ignore the 
presence of poultry on their estates.

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It may not be out of place to give a 
remarks on the culti n of the rose here. 
Twenty yearsago the principal roses wa 
for our market were Bon Silene, Saeme, 
Lamarque and a few others of like charac- 
ter. The only roses of any size then grown 
were Marechal Niel and Cornelia ; to 
day these are almost supplanted by much 
superior varieties, such as you now see be- 
fore you, and many others of a like sizeand 
and ae. To attain this end coosider- 
able skill has been brought to bear on taeir 
cultivation. Twenty years ago possi 
five thousand roses per day was the limit of 
supply for New York city; now as many as 
fifty thousand roses per day can often be 
found there, and, according to my own esti- 
mate, based on the most careful calc 
i I am quite My -y oy limit to say 

at often it reaches in spring of the 
year to nearly one hundred Rontaed 
day, which speaks volumes in itself for 
growth, advancement, refinement in taste 
and development of horticulture. To meet 
the demands of the public many changes in 
the cultivation have been brought about; 
where from the old system one rose was cut, 
at the present time ten are cut from the 
same space. Perhaps you will ask how this 
has been brought about; my answer is, 
largely by superior cultivation. Formerly 
they were all grown on the solid bed of the 
greenhouse; now they are grown on raised 
benches, beds, etc., and with the greatly 
improved style of greenhouses now at the 
command of the grower he is enabled to 
produce large quantities with little expense 
compared to that formerly required. 

When | began cultivating roses under 
this system many growers predicted failure ; 
to-day ninety percent. of the florista in 
this country are growing roses on that 
principle, with, of course, some modifica- 
tions which experience has taught. 

It was formerly the practice to plant a 
house of tea roses and grow them on for 
years till they actually died from overwork ; 
now the general practive is to replant fine, 
healthy, new stock every years or at most 
every two years. Originally the prevaili 
idea was that the roses must have a rich 
border ranging from twelve to twenty-four 
inches in depth, to produce good flowers; 
now the finest roses in the country are pro- 
duced on benches, etc., with from two and 
a half to four inches of soil. To keep 
plants in such a shallow bench constantly 
bearing, they must, of course, have liberal 
treatment. After they are planted, say in 
July, and get fairly started into growth, 
they need mulching of the best manure 
they can have. This induces surface root 
action, which roots should never be dis- 
turbed, and in the course of eight or ten 
weeks the plants will have absorbed this 
coat of mulching. My practice is then to 
give a light “ar & pure fine ground 
bone, covering it with another thin coat of 
manure; this is feeding the plants where it 
will do the most good, and at the same 
time keep up their roots where they will 
get all the benefit of the fresh air circulat- 
ing through the house. This process is re- 
peated as often as required, and where the 
plants are growing very strong careful = 7 
plication of other stimulants, such as liqu 
manure, nitrate of soda, etc., is of great 
benefit to them, provided of course that due 
care is used in their application. To apply 
such strong stimulants injudiciously means 
simply ruin not only to the flowers, but the 
plants also. Ido not hesitate to say that more 
plants have been killed by over-feeding 
than by all other causes put together. One 
thing should always be borne in mind in re- 
gard to plant life, and that is that it is 
almost identical with animal life so far as 
their requirements go. To maintain a 
plant in fine health and vigor it requires 
careful and judicious feed ng, just as an 
animal does, and the harder it works the 
more care it requires. Those who treat 
their plants or animals otherwise than 
reasonably will pay dearly for their pains, 
and will reap the harvest for which they 
have sowhb. 

Possibly some may doubt the soundness 
of such a doctrine, and may say as many 
have said to me, “How can you reconclie 
this statement with our practice of growing 
roses in the open ground when we use im- 
mense quantities of manure, and the more 
we use the better our roses grow and 
bloom?” Very true—they do, but the con- 
ditions are so totally diflerent that there 
can be no comparison whatever. In the 
open ground the action of the air, the 
wonderful power of absorption of the soll 
of unlimited depth, dews by night, rains and 
sun by day—all tend to produce such a 
vast diflerence from the conditions of a 
greenhouse, where every oy A water or 
particle of manure has to be brought into 
direct contact with the roots of the plants, 
that it would seem almost an absurdity to 
make any comparison whatever. 

For the successful cultivation of the rose 
under glass there are a few simple rules to 
follow: First, to procure a suitable soil, 
which should be, if possible sod freshly 
taken from an old pasture; that having 
plenty of grass root fibre in it, is generally 
the best. If very heavy, the addition of a 
liberal proportion of sharp sand will im- 
prove it, but if of a very light sandy nature, 
the addition of some of a clayey nature 
will, for most roses, be beneficial. When 
carting together in the spring mix with it 
one part of good, clean cow manure to six, 
eight or ten parts of soil, according to the 
quality of the soil. Turn it over two 
or three times and it is ready to put into 
the rose house. 

The next thing is good, strong, clean and 
healthy plants, for without such no one 
need expect the best results; and the next 
is to keep the house, after the roses are 
planted, ia a good condition as long as 
they are in it, which means all the year 
round. ‘This is more important than many 
suppose, for no plant can reasonably be ex- 
ected to thrive where dirt, mud and decay- 
ng vegetable matter are allowed to lay un- 
molested for weeks or months together. 
Lastly comes the watering and general 
care of the plants. On the subject of water- 
ing there isa wide diversity of opinion, 
mainly brought about by the different con- 
ditions of soil. The only safe guide is a 
careful study of the nature of soil one 
has to deal with, using water in proportion 
to its requirements. Asa general rule, a 
rose in full growth should never be allowed 
to become dust dry, neither should it be 
flooded with water till it becomes almost 
of the nature of mud, but for nearly all 
soils it is better to water the plants imme 
diately after the soil shows the least indi- 
cation of getting solid, or turning slightly 
light in color.

Mr. Arnoux prefaced his introduction 
with a few pleasant remarks about Mr.
